We  have  been  looking  Into  the  book  by  Dr. 
T.  J.  Bailey,  "Prohibition  in  Mississippi."  It 
is  a  book  hard  to  turn  loose  when  you  have  once 
begun.  It  contains  genuine  history  and  Is  of 
entrancing  Interest.  Every  Mlsslssippian  ought 
to  be  familiar  with  the  history  of  the  Btate.  The 
history  of  the  state  couldn’t  be  written  without 
a  large  part  being  given  to  the  legislation  with 
reference  to  liquor  and  the  matter  of  law  en¬ 
forcement.  .  The  usual  history  will  give  you  the 
names  of  governors,  the  story  of  our  wars,  and 
some  matters  of  politics  and  commerce.  They 
have  their  point  of  view.  But  there  Is  no  more 
interesting  point  of  view  than  that  of  the  grow¬ 
ing  moral  sentiment  that  crystalized  at  last  Into 
prohibition.  There  Is  no  man  who  Is  better 
qualified  to  write  on  this  question  than  Dr. 
Bailey.  He  has  the  historic  viewpoint  and  pas¬ 
sion.  He  has  also  the  love  of  his  subject  and 
thorough  acquaintance  with  It  from  the  part 
he  has  taken  In  It  for  many  years,  and  from 
his  present  vantage  ground  as  state  superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League.

The  stories 
In  the  Enchanted  Garden,  by  Dr.  Alexander  R. 
Gordon,  are  taken  from  the  inspired  record  of 
man's  beginning,  as  found  in  Genesis,  and  are  re¬ 
lated  In  the  simple  yet  dramatic  manner  that 
charms  and  fascinates  the  youthful  mind.  The 
titles  of  the  chapters  are  singularly  attractive,  and 
provocative  of  a  desire  to  hear  more.  Here  are  a 
few  of  them:  The  Croucher  at  the  Door,  Building 
a  Tower.  A  Good  Sportsman,  A  Brave  Adventure, 
Half  Truths,  A  Fatal  Choice,  The  God  That  Sees, 
the  Stolen  Blessing,  the  Money  in  the  Sacks,  A 
Royal  Blessing.  The  author  says  of  the  book  of 
Genesis  that  It  Is  a  shining  mirror  of  life  in  every 
age  and  under  every  sky,  and  we  believe  that  every 
Intelligent  child  will  delight  to  look  upon  the 
pictures  upon  its  surface  that  he  shows  them  in 
this  book. 


THE  GIST  OF  THE  LESSON 


Dr.  Torrey's  little  book,  The  Gist  of  the  Lesson, 
for  use  in  1921,  is  now  ready.  For  busy  men  anl 
women,  on  trains,  in  cars,  in  places  of  business,  in 
hotels,  it  Is  invaluable,  its  use  in  past  years  has 
redeemed  many  spare  moments  from  loss,  and 
made  possible  much  individual  study  of  the  Sunday 
school  lesson.  The  form  of  the  book  renders  it 
suitable  for  pocket  or  handbag,  and  thought  and 
expression  have  been  condensed  to  such  an  extent 
that  sometimes  a  complete  line  of  thought  is  found 
in  a  single  sentence.  The  first  page  of  the  three 
used  for  each  lesson  is  given  to  the  lesson  text,  the 
second  and  third  to  a  careful  exposition  of  it.  and 
the  reader  will  find  here  material  for  much 
thoughtful  study. 


LAYMEN'S  MOVEMENT 


The  casual  reader  of  our  denominational  papers 
does  not  hear  very  much  about  the  Laymen's  Mis¬ 
sionary  Movement  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention,  but  after  attending  the  October  meeting 
of  the  executive  committee  of  that  organization  at 
Knoxville,  the  wrier  is  more  firmly  convinced  than 
ever  that  the  laymen's  Movement  is  rendering  the 
denomination  at  large  an  increasingly  important 
and  effective  service.  Through  its  activities,  quiet¬ 
ly  conducted,  it  is  reaching  thousands  of  our  lay¬ 
men  and  the  seed  it  is  sowing  is  being  repro¬ 
duced  in  a  harvest  of  general  Christian  activity, 
"some  thirty,  some  sixty  ahd  some  an  hundred 
fold." 

In  the  corresponding  secretary's  report  for  the 
previous  month,  for  instance,  it  was  shown  that 
he  had  traveled  3,301  miles,  atended  three  general 
conferences  of  laymen  and  delivered  23  addresses. 
In  all  thse  addresses  the  various  phases  of  activity 
emphasized  by  the  Laymen's  Movement  were 
stressed,  and  at  their  conclusion  hundreds  of  Lay¬ 
men  pledged  themselves  to  make  the  tenth  the  min¬ 
imum  of  their  giving  to  God's  cause  in  the  future. 
Among  the  men  taking  the  pledge  at  one  of  these 
meetings  was  a  man  worth  several  million  dollars. 

To  refresh  the  memories  of  any  of  the  readers 
who  may  have  forgotten  the  particular  field  of  ope¬ 
ration  of  the  Laymen’s  Movement,  it  may  be  stated 
that  it  stands  for  an  adequate  salary  for  the  pastor 
end  the  loyal  support  of  the  pastor  in  the  general 
work  of  the  church,  for  the  systematic  evo.-y-mcm- 
ber  canvass  of  the  local  churches  in  order  tbu  ev- 
try  member  may  be  given  an  opportunity  to  btlp 
support  the  work  of  the  kingdom ;  for  the  creation 
of  sentiment  among  the  laymen  that  will  indue.* 
regular  church  attendance,  this  effort  sometimes 
taking  the  form  of  a  campaign  to  fill  the  pews,  or 
the  formation  of  tithing  or  stewardship  bands,  the 
object  of  which  Is  to  bring  men  to  a  sense  of  their 
obligation  to  share  their  Income  with  God;  for  the 
encouragement  of  men  to  provide  in  their  wii.  i  for 
the  bequeathing  of  at  least  a  tenth  of  their  estate 
to  some  phase  of  Ood's  work ;  for  the  organization 
of  the  men  of  the  local  churches  into  laymen's 
dubs;  and  for  the  holding  of  state  conventions  of 
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men  for  the  purpose  of  more  effectively  pushing 
the  interests  of  the  kingdom  of  God  in  the  world. 

Interesting  literature  upon  all  these  phases  if 
Christian  activity  have  been  prepared  by  the  head¬ 
quarters  office  and  can  be  had  from  the  general 
secretary.

It  will  be  of  interest  to  know  that  the  men  of 
many  of  the  states  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  are  bolding  state  conventions  and  getting 
into  their  work  in  a  great  fashion.  New  Mexico 
men  held  a  meeting  in  connection  with  their  recent 
state  convention,  while  similar  meetings  are  sched 
uled  this  fall  in  connection  with  the  state  conven¬ 
tions  in  Louisiana  and  Florida.  Spring  meetings 
of  the  laymen  are  already  scheduled  in  Alabama, 
Georgia,  Maryland,  Illinois,  South  Carolina  and 
Tennessee,  while  Kentucky  is  also  considering  call¬ 
ing  a  meeting  of  her  men  soon.

GET  TOGETHER 


If  thd  people  of  the  various  denominations 
are  ever  to  come  together  on  a  common  program 
it  will  have  to  be  on  the  basis  of  obedience  to 
the  teachings  of  the  Bible.  Whatever  the  Bible, 
fairly  interpreted,  tqaches,  must  be  accepted, 
and  it  must  always  he  in  order  for  such  things 
to  be  discussed.  No  dodging  or  sidestepping 
can  be  tolerated,  if  the  Bible  teaches  It,  then 
it  should  not  give  offense  to  speak  of  it  in  any 
company  of  Christians.  The  Bible  has  some  very 
plain  things  to  say  on  the  subject  of  baptism. 
The  scholarship  of  the  world  is  agreed  that  the 
Greek  words  translated  "baptize"  and  "bap¬ 
tism"  mean  "immerse”  and  "immersion,"  and 
that  immersion  was  the  uniform  New  Testament 
practice.  We  would  exercise  as  great  charity 
and  brotherly  kindness  as  possible  towards 
those  who  follow  some  other  practice,  but  to 
Baptists  the  teaching  of  the  Bible  on  baptism 
is  as  clear  as  it  is  possible  for  teachings  to  be 
on  any  subject.  Jesus  commanded  that  we  go 
and  make  disciples  and  that  we  immerse  dis¬ 
ciples.  If  we  do  not  know  that  he  commanded 
that,  then  we  do  not  know  that  He  commanded 
anything.  If  we  disregard  that  command  we 
are  guilty  of  disloyalty  and  disobedience  and  we 
will  soon  be  disregarding  the  other  commands 
of  Christ.  We  refuse  to  tie  ourselves  up  in  any 
sort  of  church  organization  where  it  will  be  out 
of  order  to  urge  the  plain  teachings  of  the  Bible 
In  any  subject.  No  scheme  of  union  that  for¬ 
bids  free  discussion  of  the  plain  teachings  of 
the  Bible  can  get  the  support  of  those  who  are 
loyal  to  Christ  and  the  Bible.  To  put  such  a 
provision  into  the  scheme  would  stamp  it  as 
anti-Christian.  And  to  allow  full  discussion  of 
the  plain  teachings  of  the  Blbie^— well,  you 
might  as  well  make  it  Baptist  and  be  done  with 
it. — Baptist  Advance. 


Horse  racing  In  this  country  came  to  be  a  ruin¬ 
ous  pastime  or  sport  because  it  became  identified 
with  gambling.

The  next  day  the  usual  subjects  re¬ 
ceived  what  seemed  to  us  unusually  good  treat¬ 
ment.  Central  was  one  of  the  oldest  and  big¬ 
gest  associations  in  the  state,  but  efficiency  Is 
the  wqrd  these  days  and  the  brethren  were  will¬ 
ing  tef  sacrifice  sentiment  for  the  good  of  the 
kingdom  work,  and  so  the  association  was  dis¬ 
solved  witnlthe  purpose  of  forming  three  other 
association,  namely.  Hinds  County,  Madison 
County  and'  Yazoo  County.  The  first  two  have 
already  been  formed  by  the  messengers  at  the 
Canton  meeting  and  planned  out  the  work  (or 
the  coming  year.  The  Warren  County  churches 
will  go  in  with  those  of  Claiborne  and  Jeffer¬ 
son  or  with  Hinds.  The  Madison  county 
churches  that  were  in  Harmony  Association  will 
come  into  the  new  Madison  County  Association. 


Somebody,  perhaps  it  was  Alexander  Mac-

There  is  the  same  need  for  fasting  and 
prayer  that  we  had  in  the  campaign.  We  will 
win  on  our  knees,  and  by  being  honest  with 
God.

Generally  this  phrase  has  an  evil  sound,  for  the 
Scripture  constantly  speaks  of  the  flesh  as  the 
abode  or  all  the  evil  residuum  of  the  fall,  the  av¬ 
enues  of  the  appntach  of  Satan  and  the  instrument 
for  the  propagation  of  Sin  It  is  always  spoken 
of  as  the  antithesis  of  the  spirit  and  the  antagonist 
of  the  soul. 

Hut  there  is  one  place  in  which  the  flesh  Is 
ell  a  Uenged  and  defied  in  its  purpose  of  opposition. 

I  .ml  fays  in  Gal.  2 : 20.  ■*!  have  been  crucified  with 
(  lit  1st ;  and  it  is  no  longer  I  that  live,  but  Christ 
livi'th  in  me:  and  the  life  which  I  now  live  in  th 
flrsh.  I  live  in  faith,  the  faitli  which  is  in  the  Son 
of  Goii  ”  Here  he  asks  no  quarter  hut  boldly 
Plants  his  banner  of  faith  in  Christ  right  in  the 
citadel  of  the  flesh  and  dares  it  to  its  worst. 

lie  is  not  simply  looking  forward  to  victory  over 
it  in  the  future  He  is  not  waiting  for  deliverance 
fmm  the  flesh  through  death  He  is  not  relying 
upon  Is-tter  conditions  in  another  world.  He  pro¬ 
pose*  t«>  live  the  Christian  life  in  this  world  and 
do  it  in  tin*  flesh,  right  In  the  enemy’s  country. 
Like  Samson  In*  not  only  slays  the  lion  which  rose 
up  aganist  him  in  the  way  but  eats  honey  out  of 
tin*  carcass  of  the  slain  liou  as  he  journeys  along 
tin*  way.  The  religion  of  Jesus  Christ  was  meant 
not  simply  to  fit  us  for  the  world  to  come,  but  to 
live  the  Christian  life  in  this  world.  Iu  Gal.  1:4. 
In*  says.  He  gave  himself  for  our  sins,  that  ne 
might  deliver  us  out  of  this  present  evil  world, 
according  to  the  will  of  our  God  and  Father.” 

Again  he  says  in  Titus  2:11-12,  ‘For  the  grace  of 
God  hath  appeared,  bringing  aalvation  to  all  men. 
instructing  us,  to  the  intent  that  denying  ungod¬ 
liness  and  worldly  lusts,  we  should  live  soberly  and 
righteously  and  godly  in  this  present  uge;  looking 
for  the  blessed  hope  ami  appearing  of  the  glory  of 
the  great  God  ard  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ;  who 
gave  himself  for  us.  that  he  might  redeem  us  from 
ill  Inquity  and  purify  unto  himself  a  people  for 
his  own  possession,  zealous  of  good  works.” 

This  is  true  only  because  we  have  crucified  the 
flesh  with  the  lusts  and  passions  of  the  flesh.  It 
is  true  only  if  henceforth  we  purpose  to  live  unto 
God. 

REPOSE  OF  SOCL 
•  _ _ 

Thr  passages  of  scripture  which  the  translators 
have  had  most  trouble  with  are  generally  among 
the  most  fruitful  for  study  and  will  richly  repa,- 
time  put  on  them.  This  is  because  the  words  in 
the  origlual  arc  so  pregnant  with  meaning  that 
It  Is  difficult  to  find  their  equivalent  in  English, 
and  more  than  one  word  or  phrase  In  our  language 
is  necessary  to  bring  out  the  meaning  Even  then 
with  all  the  words  used  in  different  translations  it 
may  not  be  possible  to  reproduce  the  full  force 
of  the  original 

The  passage  we  have  in  mind  h  Phlllipians  4:5 
w  hich  In  the  King  James  version  li  rendered,  “Let 
your  moderation  be  known  unto  all  men."  The 
American  Revision  reads.  “Let  your  forbearance  be 
known  unto  all  men.”  In  the  margin  you  will 
find,  "gentleness"  Instead  of  forbearance.  The 
same  word  Is  translated  "gentleness'  In  both  ver¬ 
sions  In  2  Cor.  1:10,  and  Is  there  given  along  with 
meekness  as  a  characteristic  of  Christ  with  which 


Paul  clothes  himself  in  his  appeal  to  the  Corin¬ 
thians.  "I  entreat  you  by  the  meekness  and  gentli- 
ness  of  Christ.  Oentleness  partly  expresses  the 
meaning,  when  It  is  used  by  the  English  (not  Amer¬ 
icans  )  to  designate  a  gentleman  or  a  gentle  lady,  a 
lady  or  man  of  excellent  breeding. 

Tennyson,  I  think  it  Is,  has  a  poem  on  "Lady 
Clara  Vere  de  Vere,”  which  though  humorous  and 
slightly  satirical  will  help  us  to  understand  the 
meaning  of  the  word.  He  rings  the  changes  on 
the  "repose  of  the  Vere  de  Vere."  This  is  an 
imaginary  family  of  aristocratic  lineage  whose 
hearing  and  manner  proclaim  them  superior  and 
noble,  whose  repose  is  undisturbed  by  any  pres¬ 
ence.  and  unruffled  by  any  surprise  or  unexpected 
situation.  They  are  always  masters  of  themselves 
and  of  circumstances.  They  are  always  superior 
to  accident  and  exhibit  poise  and  self-possession 
under  any  test.  ■  They  are  absolutely  at  ease  be¬ 
cause  always  self-contained  and  self-sufficient. 
There  is  a  reserve  force  In  them,  because  of  family 
traditions  and  pride,  because  also  of  genuine  cult¬ 
ure  and  self  discipline  which  marks  them  as  su¬ 
perior  people. 

To  be  sure  we  must  eliminate  from  this  descrip 
t ion  any  haughtiness  or  what  the  French  call 
hauteur;  we  must  not  confuse  It  with  aloofness  or 
worn  of  the  humble;  we  must  dissociate  it  from 
any  assumption  of  superiority,  and  "airs,"  that 
would-be  superior  people  affect.  If  we  are  to  arrive 
at  the  Christian  conception  of  moderation  or  repose 
or  gentleness. 

The  conception  of  Paul  Is  the  quiet,  self-contain¬ 
ed  repose  of  mind  and  manner  and  charcater  which 
come  from  a  sense  of  an  Infinite  reserve  of  power 
to  which  we  have  access  and  upon  which  we  mav 
draw  for  every  need  and  every  occasion.  It  U 
this  sense  which  makes  us  sufficient  and  equal  to 
every  condition  and  emergency.  Everybody  has 
seen  a  green,  gawky  hoy  come  Into  a  company  of 
strangers  or  into  a  situation  to  which  he  Is  not 
accustomed.  His  eyes  go  up  and  down  and  from 
side  to  side  He  pauses,  starts,  hesitates,  turns 
tills  way  and  that.  He  catches  his  breath,  fum¬ 
bles  his  hands;  doesn't  know  whether  to  stand  or 
sit.  to  come  In  or  go  out;  whether  to  speak  or  be 
silent  He  Is  both  pitiable  and  amusing.  When 
he  talks  he  stammers  or  breaks  his  sentences  or 
repeats  his  words  till  he  Is  worse  confused.  He 
is  conscious  of  his  weakness  and  overcome  by”  It. 
He  is  the  opposite  physically  and  mentally  of  what 
I’aul  is  seeking  for  us  to  be,  spiritually  and  mo  •• 
ally  and  everyway.  He  has  no  repose  of  man¬ 
ner.  he  will  stumble  over  his  own  feet. 

A  man  w  ith  the  quality  Paul  speaks  of  as  mod¬ 
eration  will  not  be  tukcu  aback  or  overcome  by 
any  sudden  surprise,  whether  of  duty  to  perform 
or  temptation  to  resist.  If  you  will  read  the  ac¬ 
count  of  the  trial  of  Jesus  before  the  Sanhedron 
and  before  Pilate  you  will  see  the  perfect  exhibi¬ 
tion  of  this  high  quality,  in  our  Lord.  He  was 
the  only  perfect  embodiment  of  It.  He  was  un¬ 
disturbed  when  arrested  In  the  garden,  and  his 
calm  majestic  demeanor  made  the  men  who  came 
to  take  him  fall  back  and  fall  down.  When  the 
high  priest  asked  him  a  question  and  he  made  n 
dignified  reply,  "one  of  the  officers  standing  by 
struck  Jesus  with  his  hand,  saying  answerest 
thou  the  high  priest  so."'  It  was  a  time  which 
would  have  upset  any  ordinary  man.  who  could 
strike  back  or  answer  In  indignant  wrath  or  turn 
sullen  in  his  helplessness.  But  not  so  with  Jesus. 
He  answered  as  calmly  as  if  he  had  not  suffered 
Insult.  "If  I  have  spoken  evil,  bear  witness  of  the 
evil;  but  If  well,  why  smitest  thou  me?"  Here 
Is  moderation,  forbearance,  gentleness,  repose,  per¬ 
fect  poise,  because  he  had  an  Infinite  reserve  of 
strength.  A  little,  superficial  man  gets  angry. 

A  righteous  man  knows  he  will  be  vindicated. 

But  getting  back  to  Paul's  exhortation  In  Phil- 
ipplans;  He  had  Just  spoken  of  friction  between 
two  sisters  In  the  church.  It  was  a  time  for 
moderation  on  their  part  and  on  the  part  of  all 
the  members,  because  a  little  "rookus"  between 
Kuodla  and  Syntyche  can  get  a  whole  church  In 
trouble  unless  there  is  some  calm  soul  who  acts  as 
a  break  against  the  disturbance.  There  will  be 
plenty  of  occasions  when  This  superior  quality  will

Several  county  associations  met  last  Sunday 
to  perfect  their  organization.  V.e  have  heard 
from  only  one,  Yazoo  County,  Hut  they  had  a 
fine  representation  ami  organized  with  enthu¬ 
siasm. 

It  Is  disappointing  to  note  that  many 
churches  that  were  making  monthly  remit¬ 
tances  on  the  budget  before  the  75  million  cam¬ 
paign  was  put  on  have  abandoned  the  custom 
and  have  sent  In  practically  nothing  since  May 
1st.  Pastors  should  not  permit  their  churches 
to  fall  away  from  the  monthly  remittance.  That 
is  the  very  heart  and  soul  of  the  75  Million 
plan.

This  was  done 
so  that  the  Hrst  year  of  the  campaign  might 
I  <Iate  from  May  H'19,  and  end  April  30th, 
1920  Every  subscriber  was  also  urged  to  pay 
one-fifth  of  his  pledge  by  April  3oth,  192u. 

The  serond  year  of  the  75  Million  Campaign 
period  began  May  1st.  1920.  At  that  time  Mis¬ 
sissippi's  first  annual  report  on  the  campaign 
was  made  to  the  Southern  Headquarters  at 
Nashville,  showing  that  Mississippi  had  paid 
her  first  year's  prorata  based  on  her  total  sub¬ 
scription.

If  Ihev 
were  conscious  of  the  Infinite  reserves  of  power 
upon  which  they  arc  at  liberty  to  draw,  they  woul.l 
not  get  so  excited  In  the  pulpit  and  substitute  phy¬ 
sical  violence  for  spiritual  power  They  woulj 
not  bent  the  Bible  and  upset  the  pulpit  and  yatl 
themselves  hoarse  and  split  the  ears  of  the  peo¬

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THE  NEW  BAPTIST  PROGRAM  FOR 
Ki ROPE 

(By  J.  F.  Love.  Cor.  Secy.) 

In  recent  years  Southern  Baptists  have 
passed  through  a  stressful,  even  distressful,  but 
slgnflcant  period  of  their  history.  So  far  back 
us  the  St.  Louis  Convention  In  1913  there  was 
discovered  a  sensitiveness  to  the  encroachment 
upon  the  missionary  plans  and  policies  of  the 
denomination  by  a  growing  number  of  extra- 
denominational  organisations,  and  those  to 
whom  these  organizations  had  given  offices  and 
unusual  prerogatives.  From  that  time  forward 
this  question  of  the  Invasion  of  our  work  and 
the  confusion  of  our  plans  by  these  organiza¬ 
tions  and  leaders  became  more  and  more  vexed 
until  the  denomination  rose  up  in  great  purpose 
and  with  remarkable  unanimity  announced  Its 
couse  with  regard  to  such  organizations. 

It  was  but  natural  that  some  unpleasant  in¬ 
cidents  and  situations  should  develop  In  the 
course  of  events  when  matters  so  great  were  be¬ 
ing  settled  and  protest  was  being  made.  1 
think,  however,  taken  as  a  whole  this  piece  of 
history  does  credit  to  the  denomination.  For 
the  most  part  there  was  self-containment,  and 
us  the- final  Issue  approached,  the  spirit  of  the 
whole  brotherhood  improved.  It  must  be  re¬ 
membered  that  Southern  Baptists  did  not  in¬ 
vite  nor  provoke  the  situation.  The  ill-timed 
aggressiveness  of  some  men  whose  big  positions 
stimulated  their  self-importance  forced  the  Is¬ 
sue  with  the  denomination  and  conlpe'led  It 
either  to  .resist  or  capitulate  to  a  missionary 
regime  which  would  eventually  and  Inevitably 
obliterate  denominational  distinction,  defeat 
denominational  missionary  policies,  and  divide 
both  at  home  and  on  the  mission  field. 

What  is  the  result?  There  Is  one  answer, 
namely:  The  attitude  which  Southern  Baptists 
were  compelled  to  take  has  turned  out  to  their 
•  greatest  advantage.  Others  forced  the  Issue 
and  the  result  is  that  Southern  Baptists  have, 
without  their  choosing,  been  forced  Into  relief 
before  the  eyes  of  Iho  Christian  world.  At  first, 
it  Is  true,  the  position  which  the  denomination 
assumed  provoked  cync'sm.  criticism  and  mis¬ 
representation.  This  has.  however,  wellnlgh 
passed.  The  breaking  down  of  such  organiza¬ 
tions  ar.  the  Lnterchurch  World  Movement,  the 
waning  Influence  of  others,  and  the  coming  to 
themselves  of  several  leading  denominations 
which  had  been  caught  by  the  glamor  of  great 
movements,  and  the  embarrassment  which  some 
religious  bodies  have  had  In  disentangling 
themselves  from  such  movements,  have  shown 
the  wisdom  of  the  course  which  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  have  taken  and  won  for  them  respect,  a 
wider  recognition  and  greater  Influence.  Many 
rho  could  not  stand  with  us  in  the  evil  dav 
now  have  the  highest  appreciation  of  our  mo¬ 
tives.  and  see  that  the  course  we  have  pur¬ 
sued  has  brought  us  Into  a  larger  place.  It  is 
gratifying  to  discover  all  over  Europe,  and 
among  our  Baptist  people  especially,  a  fine  ad¬ 
miration  for  the  steadfastness  of  Southern  bap¬ 
tists  and  the  good  influence  which  their  be¬ 
havior  has  had  on  the  various  groups  of  their 
brethren  who  against  great  odds  take  new  cour¬ 
age  and  bear  faithful  witness  to  the  things 
which  we  have  sought  to  preserve. 

Moreover,  the  triumphant  achievement  in 
the  75-mi’lion  campaign  venture  wat  greatly 
reenforced  by  the  denominational  self-con¬ 
sciousness  which  had  resulted  Irom  the  resist¬ 
ance  to  the  encroachment  upon  our  life  and  the 
consequent  unification  throughout  the  whole 
convention.  The  experience  strengthened  the 
denominational  purpose  and  served  as  a  touch¬ 
stone  among  our  people,  or  the  campaign  could 
not  have  been  carried  to  such  complete  success. 

But  let  ft  never  be  forgotten  that  the  dissent 
and  protest  which  we  have  been  forced  to  make 
must  have  for  its  sequel  an  affirmative  mind 
expressed  In  a  mighty,  positive,  constructive 
missionary  piogram.  As  a  denomination  wc 
must  swing  bodily,  into  the  world  field  of  mis¬ 
sionary  service  to  justify  our  protest  and  non- 
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alliance.  By  all  means  that  we  have  said  against 
partitioning  our  territory  we  have  claimed  a 
world  parish,  and  this  claim  will  echo  with  In¬ 
sincerity  if  we  do  not  to  the  utmost  of  our 
ability  cultivate  what  we  have  claimed  to  be 
the  rightful  field  of  our  activities.  We  have 
said  that  we  have  a  message  which  we  cannot  In 
good  conscience  modify  or  withhold  from  the 
world,  and  to  Justify  this  confession  we  must 
proclaim  this  faith  everywhere.  We  have  said 
that  the  huge  organizations  were  Inefficient, 
and  did  not  and  could  not  produce  the  best 
missionary  results;  we  must  now  show  our 
faith  in  a  denominational  program  by  strength¬ 
ening.  extending  and  supporting  It. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  recognizes  these  facts,  and 
furthermore  believes  that  it  has  heard  the  call 
of  Ood  In  present  world  circumstances.  Baying, 
"Speak  unto  ray  people  that  they  go  forward.” 
There  are  marvelous  tokens  of  (lod's  leading  in 
these  days.  We  fee',  consciously  as  a  people 
that  while  holding  fast  the  faith  of  our  fathers, 
we  have  broken  with  the  past  in  the  sphere  of 
our  influence,  opportunity  and  obligation-  We 
have  come  Into  a  new  and  large  place  where 
greater  tasks  are  given  us,  and  where  unem¬ 
barrassed  by  other  alliances,  we  can  form 
the  most  blessed  affiliations  with  our  kplrttual 
kinsmen  throughout  the  world  denomination. 
Consequently  at  the  October  meeting  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  a  report  on  the  confer¬ 
ence  held  in  London  In  July  to  make  a  Euro¬ 
pean  Baptist  program  was  taken  up  by  the 
Board  and  considered  through  one  long  evening 
session  and  a  morning.  At  the  close  of  these 
deliberations  a  unanimous  vote  was  taken 
which  committed  Southern  Baptists  to  the  part 
which  the  London  Conference  requested  them 
to  take  In  providing  for  a  witness  to  our  faith 
throughout  all  the  countries  of  Europe. 

Cndoubtedly  this  Baptist  program  for  Eu¬ 
rope  is  the  most  pretentious,  significant  and  po¬ 
tential  thing  ever  atlemnied  by(Baptist  people 
since  the  apostolic  days  when  a  passion  for 
world  empire  flamed  In  the  heart  of  every 
Christian.  Southern  Baptists  are  asked  to  take 
only  a  part  in  this  great  scheme  to  provide  and 
Insure  gospel  preaching  and  gospel  privilege  to 
the  races  of  men  who  populate  Europe.  This 
part  of  the  task,  however,  which  hag  been  as¬ 
signed  to  Southern  Baptists,  and  which  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  has  accepted,  has  in¬ 
spiration  for  those  who  think  on  the  tacts  in 
the  case.  We  are  to  establish  relations  with  the 
small  and  heroic  Baptist  groups  In  Spain.  Jugo- 
S  avla,  Hungary,  Roumanla,  and  with  that  great 
southeastern  part  of  Russia  known  as  the 
rkra'no  and  the  territory  lying  east  thereof. 
The  religious  life  of  the  world  does  not  present 
anything  more  heroic  and  devoted  than  these 
dauntless  and  devoted  champions  of  our  faith 
and  passionate  evangelists  who  against  poverty 
and  oppression  are  seeking  to  bring  their  coun¬ 
trymen  Into  the  liberty  of  personal  faith  In 
Christ. 

In  attempting  this  work  we  really  are  not 
only  putting  on  a  program  for  Europe,  but 
Southern  Baptists  are  thus  rounding  out  a 
world  program.  ^It  is  to  the  measure  of  such  a 
program  a»  this  that  we  must  enlarge  the  think¬ 
ing  of  our  peopl».

fifty  eyars  ago  last  August  I  professed 
Christ,  Joined  a  Missionary  Baptist  church 
which  believed  with  their  dear  o'd  pastor  that 
Jbey  ought  to  literally  observe  Christ's  ettample 
as  taught  In  thirteenth  chapter  of  John,  fifth 
verse,  as  a  service,  and  not  as  an  ordinance. 

In  July,  1871,  I  made  my  first  attempt  to 
preach  here  at  the  same  church.  The  first  Sun¬ 
day  in  September  following,  the  pastor,  who 
baptized  me,  preached  a  strong  sermon  from 
the  fourteen  verse,  thirteenth  chapter  of  John. 
After  the  sermon  they  continued  the  service  by 
humbly  washing  each  other's  feet.  It  seemed 
Indeed  to  be  a  very  soleritn  service. 

My ‘beloved  pastor  girded  himself,  holding  a 
basin  W  water,  knelt  at  my  feet  and  •  asked, 
"Will  you  let  me  wash  your  feet?"  I  bad  not 
studied  the  question  thoroughly  and  tielng 
prompted  by  pride,  perhaps.^  I  refused.  In 
search  for  truth  on  this  buject.  1  was  confronted 
with  this  fact.  "So  few  of  my  brethren  take 
this  scripture  in  its  literal  sense."  Conmmen- 
tators  tell  us  that  Jesus  only  Intended  to  teach 
the  lesson  of  humility.  So  I  have  gone  on  try¬ 
ing  to  believe  that.  It  Is  so  much  easier  and 
much  less  criticised  to  fall  In  line  with  the  mul¬ 
titudes  than  to  observe  It  literally  with  the  few 
and  Ignorant. 

I  can  also  remember  when  God's  people  met 
at  the  old  church,  at  some  appointed  lime,  "to 
fast  and  pray,"  but  now  those  days  are  observed  a 
only  at  the  proclamation  of  the  president  dur¬ 
ing  some  war.  Brethren,  let'*  not  get  like  the 
"puzzled  Dutchman"  and  say  "Into  hell"  means 
Just  near  enough  to  be  comfortable. 

Later  in  my  search  for  more  light  I  found 
ethat  the  Bible  taught  me  that  one-tenth  of  all 
1  possess,  or  ever  would,  belongs  to  the  Lord. 
However,  no  preacher  In  the  association  agreed 
with  me.  If  so  I  did  not  know  It. 

I  thank  the  Lord  that  all  agree  on  this  sub¬ 
ject  now.  I  have  been  tithing  for  a  number  of 
years,  find  so  much  pleasure  In  it,  and  feel  that 
God  has  abundantly  blessed  me  In  observing  It. 

I  read,  with  great  interest,  what  Bro.  K.  L. 
Wesson  said  under  the  caption,  "The  New  Test¬ 
ament  on  Healing  the  Sick."  and  also  what  Dr. 
Cox  said  as  quoted  from  the  Memphis  News- 
Scimitar  on  the  same  subject..  I  have  often  tried 
to  Impress  on  the  hearts  and  minds  of  my  peo¬ 
ple  the  Importance  of  practicing  the  scriptures 
given  by  Janies  fifth  chapter,  14th  and  l&th 
verses,  but  I  never  insisted  on  the  .  literal 
"anointing,"  but  I  would  say.  "Just  keep  up  the 
doctor's  prescription.'' 

Now  will  some  one  tell  us  about  "foot-wash¬ 
ing"  as  taught  by  Christ  in  the  thirteenth  chap¬ 
ter  of  John.

a  There  passed  "to  be  with  the 
-  Lord”  the  llrst  part  of  this  month, 
from  his  home  In  Birmingham,  Eng¬ 
land,  an  American  of  world-wide  re- 
f  putation  as  the  most  unique  and 
i  Successful  gospel  song  leader  of  his 
day  and  generation.  Mr.  Charles  M. 
Alexander. 

•  Born  in  eastern  Tennessee  a  little 
i  more  than  60  years  ago,  he  early 
;  began  to  follow  the  vocation  of  a 

gospel  song  leader.  During  the 
World  Fair  years  (1892-93),  he  was 
a  student  at  the  Moody  Bible  Instl- 

•  tute,  and  there  imbtded  much  of  D. 
L.  Moody's  spirit  and  enthusiasm  as 
^  personal  worker  during  the  latter's 
great  Chicago  campaign  of  that 
period. 

Later  he  was  associated  with  M. 
B.  Williams,  one  time  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
Secretary  for  Georgia,  in  evangelis¬ 
tic  meetings  In  the  middle  West. 
Their  very  successful  campaigns  fur¬ 
nished  4he  type  that  Billy  Sunday 
has  so  long  followed. 

When  Dr.  R.  A.  Torrey  went  to 
Australia  In  the  late  90's  he  took 
Mr.  Alexander  with  him  as  song 
leader,  and  the  marvelous  meetings 
they  conducted  there  and  later  In 
Great  Britain  and  America  are  nfat- 
ters  of  history. 

About  14  years  ago  he  became  as¬ 
sociated  with  the  late  Dr.  J.  Wilbur 
Chapman  and  again  campaigned 
Australia,  America  and  Great  Brit¬ 
tain.  They  were  thus  engaged  In 
Scotland  when  the  great  war  caused 
a  cessation  of  their  labors.  During 
and  following  the  war  period  work 
in  the  training  camps  and  In  connec-- 
tlon  with  the  Pocket  Testament  Lea¬ 
gue  occupied  his  attenelon. 

Mr.  Alexander  was  unique.  Many  i 
of  his  feeble  imitators  In  the  heyday 
of  his  success  thought  he  succeeded 
because  of  bis  peculiarities.  Hence, 
they  mounted  chairs,  waved  their 
arms  like  flails,  and  wore  long-tailed

8  No  one  ever  accused  him  of  being  a 
great  musician,  not  in  the  technical 
use  of  that  term,  and  he  was  but  an 
ordinary  soloist.  He  would  have 
been  the  last  man  in  the  w-orld  to 
claim  great  musicianship.  His  great 
fort  was  to  lead  large  audiences  in 
sacred  song.  In  this  be  had  few,  if 
,  »ny.  equals.  It  was  always  the  gos¬ 
pel  song,  and  that  alone,  which  he 
•  used  to  exalt  the  Christ  he  loved  and 
served.  Overflowing  with  music,  he 
.  found  in  the  gospel  song  a  great  and 
a  mighty  force  whereby  to  move 
men.  and  to  praise’  and  exalt  God. 
He  was  at  the  same  time  an  indefati¬ 
gable  personal  worker. 

Loyally  supporting  his  cultured 
and  consecrated  wife,  formerly  Miss 
Cadbury  of  Birmingham,  England, 
they  inaugurated  and  made  a  con¬ 
spicuous  success  of  the  Pocket  Tes¬ 
tament  League.  This  would  be  a 
story  Itself  of  great  interest  and 
value. 

"Charlie",  as  we  all  loved  to  call 
him,  had  as  his  God-given  aid  in  car¬ 
rying  forward  his  work,  a  most  re¬ 
markable  personality.  "To  know 
him  was  to  love  him."  This  togeth¬ 
er  with  his  knowledge  of  men.  and 
belief  In  the  work  to  which  he  de¬ 
voted  himself,  was  conspicuous.  He 
was  an  example  to  all  Christian 
workers  of  consecration  to  his  Mas¬ 
ter  and  compassionate  human  broth¬ 
erly  kindness. 

Many  great  Christians  did  not  ac 
cept  his  estimate  of  the  value,  and 
the  exclusive  use.  of  the  gospel  song. 
Yet.  no  one  ever  accused  him  of  cen¬ 
soriousness  for  not  taking  his  view¬ 
point,  or  pride  because  of  his  suc¬ 
cess.  Nor  did  any  one  ever  chal¬ 
lenge  his  consuming  passion  to  exalt 
Christ. 

I  had  fellowship  with  him  last 
July  in  Chicago  just  as  he  was  about 
to  leave  for  his  home  In  England 
He  seemed  to  be  In  the  best  of  health 
and  was  full  of  plans  for  the  fur¬ 
therance  of  the  Pocket  Testament 
League  and  the  promotion  of  gospel 
song.  At  this  time  details  regard¬ 
ing  his  death  have  not  been  given 
to  the  public.  We  shall  miss  him.
